S.O. 5594.—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2) of article 77 of the 
Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Authentication (Orders and other Instruments) Rules, 1958, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Authentication (Orders and other Instruments) 
Tenth Amendment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 2 of the Authentication (Orders and other Instruments) Rules, 1958, after 
entry 24, the following entry shall be inserted namely:— 

“(24-A) in the case of Orders and other Instruments relating to the Department 
of Company Affairs by the Director in that Department and, in the case 
of orders calling for information and statistics under section 615 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 and section 43 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1969, by the Director of Research and Statistics in that De¬ 
partment. "
